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Palomar Observatory 
Stamp In Late August 


From Oceanside, Calif. 


A 3-cent stamp commemorat- 
ing dedication of the Mt, Palomar 
Observatory in San Diego County, 
California will be issued in late 
August, with the first sale sched- 
uled for Oceanside, postal officials 
announced. 

A bill introduced by Rep. Char- 
les K. Fletcher (R), of San Diego, 
approved by Congress and signed 
py President Truman, instructed 
the Post Office Department to 
issue the Palomar stamp by Sept. 
a: 

Postal officials said about 75 
million of the Stamps will be 
printed in the first issue. They 
will be distributed to post offices 


all over the nation after the first 
sale at Oceanside. 
Experts on stamp design still 


are working on a motif for the 
Palomar stamp, Background of the 
stamp wil be a picture of the 
world’s largest observatory and 
telescope atop Mt. Palomar. 

The last commemorative stamp 
in which San Diego County had 
a share was issued May 29, 1935, 
in observance of the California- 
Pacific International Exposition 
in Balboa Park. 

The Oceanside postoffice was 
chosen for the first sale of Palo- 
mar stamps because it was the on- 
ly community which asked for the 
privilege, according to post office 
authorities, Paul Beck, co-publish- 
ér of the Oceanside Blade-Tri- 
bune, and the Oceanside Junior 
Chamber of Commerce asked the 
Post Office Department to sell the 
first stamps there. 


If there had been other re- 
quests. selection of a “first sale” 
site would have been based on 
proximity to the Palomar Obser- 
vatory, postal officials said. The 
Palomar, Julian and Escondido 
post offices are closer to the 200-

Early U.S. Stamps Discovered 
In West Virginia Accumulation 


(Editor's Note: Linn’s on page nine of the July 19 edition had @ short news 
ftem to the efiect that an interesting accumulation of stamps and philatelic 
material had been discovered.

M. Hardman of South Charleston, W. Va. who has supplied this paper with 
the exclusive story, as well as with actual photographs of some of the rarer 
pieces.

Now however a specific record 
book was needed, and like it or 
not, it was Mr. Hardman’s task 
to dig into the accumulation, and 
to find not only one particular 
book, but anything else that 
might have bearing on the case.

“In searching for this old book, 
I noticed that a large wooden box 
had burst open. Everything in 
the box was in jackets, or large 
printed envelopes, and imagine 
my surprise when the second 
jacket I opened contained an im- 
sepa He cover with a strip of 
five and a pair of 3c greens. That 
surely. was a lucky find from 
every angle, for the covers were- 
n’t nearly that plentiful, in fact, 
only about four or five covers 
were found in the entire box but 
this one lucky break spurred me

While many sendings were pre- 
paid, by far the greater part of 
them were mailed without post- 
age, and intentionally. The rea- 
son was obvious. The company’s 
representatives, scattered about 
the State, soon found that even 
their postage outlay had to be 
reimbursed by the head office.

British Catalog Just 
Released Reflects 
The Current Market 


A catalog that carries on some 
of the old traditions when it was 
more or less the price list of the 
publisher, is the Whitfield King 
& Co’s., “The Standard Catalog 
Of The Postage Stamps Of The 
World” part II for Foreign coun- 
tries. As might be suspected by 
the uninitiated, the book is an 
English publication. It is publish- 
ed by and available from Whit- 
field King & Co., Ipswich, Eng- 
land. Price is 15 7 or slightly over 
$3.00. 

Any comment about this cata- 
log must of course bring in a com- 
parison with the Scott counter- 
part, for nearly all collectors in 
this country are familiar with it 
to some extent. In size, it is about 
one-half of Scott’s, in number of 
pages, nearly identical. With only 
half as much surface on which to 
record the data and illustrations, 
the King catalog needs to elimi- 
nate some items that collectors 
have always regarded with in- 
terest. F

Anyone may make a stamp find. It requires no special 
genius, and no special understanding of stamps. Until this 
West Virginia find was made, the now lucky and happy col- 
lector felt that they only came to the next fellow. It certainly 
behooves all of us to keep our eyes open for anything that 
may lead to a lucky strike; we may be next.

AMG Specialized Catalog 
Printed In Germany 


Possibly the most complete 
catalog of the German AMG is- 
sues written to date is one that 
has just been released in Ger- 
many.

Perhaps in the 
very near future, an interested 
collector who has a command of 
both the languages will take it 
upon himself to effect a transla- 
tion into the English. 


The book while printed on a 
poor grade of paper is neverthe- 
less well illustrated. It consists 
of 62 pages plus paper covers.

Cachet And Grapes 
For Lucky Cover Fans 


A cachet and a tasteful surprise 
are in store for lucky cover col- 
lectors who send for the one to 
be sponsored by the Exeter, Cal- 
ifornia Chamber of Commerce. 

On October 2, the Exeter C of 
C will sponsor a two colored 
printed cachet which will be 
added to the prepared covers of 
collectors who place them in the 
hands of the above group by Sep- 
tember 20. Regulations governing 
this event require collectors to 
prepare their own covers for first 
class postage, either by air or sur- 
face mail. That means either a 
three cent or five cent stamp. 
Standard size white 6 34” size 
envelopes are to be used with a 
light cardboard stuffer in each. 

Names and addresses to which 
the covers are to be sent must be 
placed on the covers so that there 
is a space of about 3” x 3” on the 
left hand side of the envelope.

BRITISH 
EMPIRE CHATTER

EGYPT has just issued a 10m 
stamp in green to mark the cap- 
ture of Gaza (in Israel) by the 
Eygptian troops. This stamp 
shows Egyptian troops march- 
ing across a map of Palestine. 

NEW ZEALAND. In the public 
competition for designs for the 
four stamps to be issued to mark 
the Royal Visit in 1949, it is re- 
ported that three designs have 
already been selected. The 2 
pence will show the Waitangi 
Treaty House, the 3 pence H. 
M. S. Vanguard and the 5 pence 
a group portrait of the King, 
Queen and Princess. The design 
for the 8 pence has not been an- 
nounced. 

LEEWARD ISL. The Crown 
Agents recently announced the 
issuance of six low value stamps 
in new colors. These are %4d. 
gray, 1d. green 12d, orange 
and black, 2d. red, 2%d. black 
and purple and 3d. blue. These 
new colors shculd be good, as 
it is expected that Leeward Is- 
lands will very soon follow St. 
Vincent and issue stamps in dol- 
lars and cents instead of shill- 
ing and pence. 

NEW ZEALAND. From New Zea- 
land comes word that copies of 
the one pence peace stamps 
have been found with inverted 
watermark, Look at yours, as 
this may be a good variety. 

BARBADOS. When the Royal 
Wedding stamps go on sale, 
Barbados will put into use a 
new slogan pastmark, similar 
to those used in the United 
States for first day covers. 

GREAT BRITAIN. According to 
rumors, probably correct, an 
heir (or heirs?) to the throne 
is expected in October—AND— 
instructions have been issued 
for a stamp (or stamps) to 
commemorate this arrival. The 
value has not been announced 
but it is to be hoped that they 
do not decide on very high 
values. In view of the uncer- 
tainty as to the sex of the new 
heir, colors for this stamp (or 
stamps) may create a real prob- 
lem. Perhaps they will be in 
both pink and blue and one 
discarded later. Another prob- 
lem will face those desiring first 
day covers, as the new heir may 
decide to arrive at an hour 
which will make it difficult.

Australia Honors 


Wheat Researcher 


On July 12, Australia issued a 
stamp of the 24d. denomination 
in red to commemorate WIL- 
LIAM JAMES FARRER who by 
his pioneer research in wheat 
breeding was responsible for the 
development of those varieties 
which resist disease and drought 
and show a marked improvement 
in yield and quality of flour. 





The new stamp, has as its 
dominant central motif a bust 
portrait of the late WILLIAM 
JAMES FARRER reproduced 
from a photograph obtained 
from the Mitchell Library. 

Farrer was*’not trained as an 
agriculturist, having graduated as 
a surveyor at the University of 
Cambridge, but his mind was one 
of exceptional vigor and original- 
ity and, having applied himself 
to wheat breeding, his ability for 
painstaking work enabled him to 
overcome the tremendous dif- 
ficulties encountered not only in 
the tedious task of selection and 
improving the strains of wheat 
but also in the lack of support 
for what were then regarded as 
unpractical theories. 

Farrer’s work is still being car- 
ried on by others with the inspira- 
tion of his life and efforts as the 
torch to light the way. A monu- 
ment erected at Queanbeyan, 
New South Wales, bears his 
words which sum up his ideal—“I 
want to think that when the end 
comes, my life has not been 
wasted.” 

The stamp will be current for 
a period of three months only, it 
being withdrawn in October. It 
is perforated 17x15 and carries 
the “Multiple Crown, C of A” 
watermark. 





Cachet For First Run 
Of Luxury Train 


To commemorate the first run 
of a wholly new and ultra-modern 
version of the world famous 
Twentieth ~ Century Limited 
scheduled to begin operation late 
this summer, the New York Cen- 
tral System is preparing a special 
stamp cover and cachet. 

The cachet design probably will 
include a color picture of the 
famed New York-Chicago stream- 
liner. 

The Century is an all-private 
room train, incorporating dozens 
of such special comforts and con- 
veniences as a barber shop and 
secretarial service, It will have 
circulating ice water in every 
room, radio receiving sets in the 
club and lounge cars, and a radio- 
telephone enabling passengers to 
keep contact, over much of the 
route, with homes or offices any- 
where. 

First-run covers will be avail- 
able, without charge, on _ the 
Twentieth Century Limited when 
the new luxury equipment is 
placed on public display in Chi- 
cago and New York City shortly 
before the inaugural run. Covers 
also may be obtained by writing

good quality too at reasonable 
prices—packets— as well as sets 
mounted on special cardboard— 
also rather fairly priced, the rec- 
ords _ indicate. Several large 
holdings of a vast variety of what 
we call today cacheted covers— 
neat, lightly cancelled-stamps 
well chosen for design and bright 
colors—all British Colonies, Prices 
outrageous, 

However, the strange thing— 
each cover bore the name of a 
prominent New York City ad- 
dressee—they being the same. 
May be this large New York City 
stamp operator knew about the 
covers—or it might be that they 
didn’t. It might be that a test was 
on to whether it would .pay to 
establish a West Indian outlet— 
which method and personalities 
rules out. If the ruling minds 
of this New York City concern, 
yes, they’re still in business 
should read this brief mention— 
and if it were stated that this cir- 
cumstance occurred at either Bar- 
badoes or Port of Spain, Trinidad 
—1928- was the year date—it 
might explain to them something 
that has been intangible to them 
for a long while, 

Be it as it may be—Port of 
Spain is a remarkable city—pop- 
ulation by census about 75,000. A 
modern city—seat of Goverment 
—substantial buildings— splendid 
eating places—street railway sys- 
tem—electricity—phone service 
all over the Island of Trinidad— 
besides being a cable center and 
terminal. Excellent roads every- 
where—due to Pitch Lake—from 
which our asphalted road surfac- 
ing in the U. S. comes. Result, 
splendid bus service, enjoyable 
too if one doesn’t mind wrestling, 
shoving and pushing along with 
the apparent cosmopolitan—an 
education in itself and not in 
books. 

Port of Spain is unsurpassed 
surprisingly—for its sanitary sys- 
tem—modern — efficient — vastly 
different than obtains in most of 
the lesser islands thruout this 
area, Tobago which was a separate 
entity & issued its own stamps up 
to about 1900 is in plain sight— 
in fact is passed prior to enter- 
ing the Gulf of Paria which 
leads to Port of Spain.

anything under the sun. Even 
cold lemonade carried on their 
heads—spigots and everything, in 
old fashioned tankards—, And 
well patronized. The Grab Bag 
“Buy” turned out to be interest- 
ing—including Tobago #’s 17 to 
25—including #’s 19 & 21—which 
today catalogue 25.00 and 75.00 
respectively, Unused—yes. Many 
collectors here—but all motivated 
in retail pricing only. A few ac- 
cumulators — practically daily 
mail receipts—off paper—sorted, 
but which are preferably sent to 
England where better prices ob- 
tain than is possible in New York 
City. 

As was stated previously—Port 
of Spain—is a transfer point. The 
roadstead is always full of boats, 
of all kinds—and transportation 
is available to the South Amer- 
ican East Coast—to Panama ‘and 
way ports—and a special line up 
the Orinoco—this latter of the 
type that without exception was 
common to the Mississippi River 
—stern paddle wheels. It is this 
kind of boat that carries what is 
known as “Deckers” meaning 
groups of people, families—with 
their nondescript baggage and 
eatables, their only means of 
transportation up the river to the 
little, riveride towns in which 
they reside, 

It is in this area that what is left 
of the Nova Scotia type of swift 
two master sail boats remain— 
apparently still seaworthy—doing 
coastwise cargoing—handled by 
black crews—who put them thru 
their paces in the boats accustom- 
ed nimblenes, Port and Starboard 
lights are but small fires flaring 
for night travel, in sand boxes for- 
ward, naturally. Our own incom- 
ing boat had reached its terminals 
for the inevitable turn around 
back to N. Y. City. Hence where 
to go was the next problem. 
The home of the rare British Gui- 
ana $50,000.00 stamp wasn’t far 
away—distance lends’ enchant- 
ment—a boat was ready to go— 
what could be more satisfying 
than to see this renowned locale 
that sponsored such a_philatelic 
famous issue. 

Georgetown a typical alongside 
the estuary town is the capital in 
which all commercial activity 
centers. And this, farnous to most 
of us for the one and only reason, 
was reached after just a one night 
jaunt from Port of Spain. The 
landside is flat—and low, and be- 
ing alluvial is rich and fertile— 
much rice is grown here, Maho- 
gany wood cutters—gold diggers 
—and diamond camps are not far 
back in the interior from the city. 
Four rivers have their conflu- 
ence nearby, creating a constant- 
ly turbid sand _ impregnated, 
steady current—silting up the 
channel which requires frequent 
dredging. 

Georgetown or more properly 
speaking British Guiana _ has 
much to offer in the way of phy- 
sical phenomena. One of which 
is the Kaieteur Falls which is 
pictured on the British Guiana 
1898 set of stamps. The usual 
cargo dictated a minimum stay 
which left little time for stamp 
investigating other than buys at 
the P. O. which have shown their 
enhancement-~- very well during 
the lapsed period of time. 

East Indians and the Chinese 
are the business folks here—sev- 
eral of the former having just 
mediocre stocks of the then cur- 
rent issues and which, since, by 
assiduous attention to business, 
have grown to comfortable pro-

vertising stemming from this 
locale which undoubtedly many 
readers have noticed from time 
to time. 

Georgetown rightfully can 
boast of one of the finest Botan- 
ical Gardens in the Tropics. In 
the center of which is a small 
pond—stagnant apparently—dir- 
ty yellow water—due to the pres- 
ence of the Manatee. The natural- 
ly wild-untamed is the better 
appellation, when whistled for 
they will come to land and take 


back with them small doodles of 
fresh grass or hay—a stunt local 
small boys in expectation for a 
gratuity put on. 

British Guiana as a whole pos- 
sesses many varied natural re- 
sources one of the most important 
of which, to American economy 
anyway, is that of Bauxite the 
base for making Aluminum. It is 
interesting to observe the 10,000 
ton special freighters for this 
service mosey apparently into 
what appears to be solid tree lad- 
en river bank—find the opening, 
Pilots knew where it is easily 
enough, and gradually disappear 
behind the foliage of the tropical 
trees which sway back into their 
accustomed natural drooping ha- 
bits and thus remove any and all 
vestiges of a large boat, especially 
of that size—as it enters the 


Moenge River at the head of 
which is probably the largest 
bauxite deposit known to the 


aluminum world. The _ river is 
plenty deep—and the boats were 
constructed to accommodate the 
comparatively narrow width. In 
time we will hear more of this 
British Colony which is “Fron- 
tier’ for so many things vital to 
the worlds economy.

Ap- 
parently the first of such issues 
is about to appear, and that one 
will be the 5c airmail commem 
to celebrate the. Golden Jubilee of 
New York City. There will only 
be 25 million of them printed! 
This will be the smallest amount 
of any issue since the CIPEX 
souvenir sheet. 

Several reasons are possible for 
the number which is substantially 
under the 100 million or so usu- 
ally printed. I'll check off my 
ideas on the matter: 1. On Jan- 
uary 1, the airmail rate will be 
boosted to 6c again, and the De- 
partment don’t want a bunch of 
five centers around; 2. The De- 
partment might be getting the 
proper perspective on the actual 
amount of commems that are fea- 
sible; 3. Due to the present over- 
full program, quantities of all 
commems will be kept down in 
order to keep them coming on 
schedule off the presses. 

Readers of this column will re- 
member that I @dvocated a small- 
er quantity of each commemora- 
tive issue, and a shorter life for 
them at the Agency. A lot of you 
wrote the POD in support of this 
view. Perhaps all of us working 
together sold the idea!! 


Likewise, Third Assistant Post- 
master Lawler is authority for the 
statement that there will be no 
bi-colors of any of the stamps now 
on the 1948 program. He also in- 
timated that the quantities of all 
future commemorative issues will 
be less than the 100 million and

While some few don’t care one 
way or another, I believe that the 
majority of us like and approve 
of stamps in more than one color. 
You could help in the campaign 
that Frederick Major is waging 
single-handed for them by joining 
his fight on the matter. Mr. Major 
is trying to interest clubs and col- 
lectors in sending such sugestions 
to the POD and to write him of 
their approval, also, His address 
is 267 Main Ave., Watertown N.

Fer Cryin’ Out Loud Depart- 
ment: A. C. Winter of Croton-On. 
Hudson, N. Y. writes that the 
postmaster at Harmon-On-Hud- 
son, N. Y. refuses to accept a let- 
ter for registration on which the 
CIPEX souv. sheet has been used 
to prepay the charges. The PM 
claims the sheet was printed for 
collectors only, and the use of the 
sheet violates the postal laws.

any postage, allowing the firm it- 
self to pay the postage when the 
letter was received. 

Of those which were prepaid 
however, some unusual usages 
have been reported. The Post Of- 
fices from which some of these 
letters were posted were often 
small, with limited stamp sup- 
plies. Undoubtedly some of them 
had none of the high values used 
by larger offices for mail of this 
type. Certainly if high values 
were available it would not have 
been necessary to use for post- 
age such multiples as an entire 
sheet of one hundred of the 3c 
green Bank Note, or a block of 
twenty of the 10c, (see illustra- 
tions, page 3) or multiples of the 
5c Garfield and the 6c Bank Note. 
In the entire find, there were 
very few stamps found with a 
higher face value than ten cents, 
despite the fact that the set in 
use at the time included values 
of 12c, 15c, 24c, 30c and 90c. 

Valuable as such items may 
have been, the principal conse- 
quence of this Charleston find 
is in the vast quantities of post- 
age dues found. Because of the 
circumstances mentioned, the 
postage dues of course outnum- 
bered the rest of the stamps in 
the lot. In all, Mr. Hardman 
counted a total of 5,291 stamps of 
the first issue of Postage Dues 
alone. Broken down according to 
quantities of each value, with the 
catalog values, Mr. Hardman pre- 
sents the following figures. They 
are undoutbedly conservative, as 
many covers had overlapping 
stamps, and it is of course impos- 
sible to tell how many stamps 
may be underneath others. The

all of them bore 
stamps; the concern had its roots 
well in the past, for among these 
were many stampless covers, the 
earliest of 1784. Some of the rates 
on these were unusual, the high- 
est being $26.75, according to Mr. 
Hardman. (Editor’s Note: This 
was probably a 26%4 cents rate, 
which may have appeared to be 
$26.75 from the manner in which 
it was written). 

Mr. Hardman states that he was 
not the first philatelist to stum- 
ble upon the lot in the decades in 
which it lay gathering dust. For 
some reason, a quantity of large 
registered Covers, all with heavy 
contents, of the 1893 to 1898 per- 
iod, had had their stamps clipped 
off. There was every indication 
tHat the stamps were the higher 
values of the Columbians and the 
Omahas. 

One most unusual item found 
in the accumulation was a mint 
half sheet of the 2c, 1869, (see il- 
lustration, page 3) which Mr. 
Hardman believes is the largest 
block known of this stamp. In 
this he is undoubtedly correct, 
for the recently issued Brookman 
book on “Nineteenth Century 
United States Stamps” says of 
the 2c, 1869 that blocks are un- 
common, of course individual 
blocks of four. Certainly a mint 
block of fifty, if not absolutely 
unique, must be of the highest 
order of rarity. Mr. Hardman was 
unable to deduce how this par- 
ticular item was included in an 
accumulation otherwise consist- 
ing only of used stamps; he feels 
that it was simply filed with the 
other material in error.
